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GENERAL EDITOR'S PREFACE. 


The object of Scheme ПІ of the publication pro- 
gramme of the Central Recoid Office is to publish the 
documents unearthed by the U. P. Regional Records 
Survey Committee. In the present publication, which is 
Volume III of the series, seweral types of documents have 
been calendared for the benefit of research students. 
Professor S. A. Rashid, Chairman, Department of History, 
Muslim University, Aligarh, and a member of the U. P. 
Regional Records Survey Committee has selected the 
papers from the collection of 1951-1958, references to 
which are given in dark print. These documents, along- 
with others preserved in the Central Record Office, Allaha- 
bad, furnish important raw materials for working on the 
admipistrative and cultural history of this part of the 
country. This invaluable source of information now 
deserves to be co-related and confirmed by the extant court 
histories of the Mughal empire. 


The generality of these records describe the adminis- 
trative system concerning the Sarkar and Pargana in the 
Subah of Avadh during its subserviency to the Mughals. 


The Subah (Province) was governed by a Nazim, also 
known as Sipahsalar in earlier times. Next to him was the 
Diwan, primarily the Minister for finance and revenue. 
The other important officials were Bakshi (Pay Master), 
Sadr (Judge of Criminal Law), Qazi (Judge of Civil 
Law and temporal matters), Mir Bahr (Port and Customs 
Officer), Kotwa/ (Municipal Executive Officer) and last but 
not least the Wagianawis (Official news reporter). The 
aforesaid officials figure in these pages. Of particular 
interest is a document, dated 1746 A. D, containing the 
proceedings of the Adalat-i-Aliya (Provincial Court of 
Justice) and the part played therein by the Provincial Qazi 
and other high officials (No. 1244). 
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several Parganas (Divisions). The Faujdar, at its head, 
had powers resembling those of the Nazim. He looked 
after law and order, pairolled the countryside, super- 
vised the militia and afforded armed help to the Karoris, 
Gumashtas and others. His deputy, the Thanedar, manned 
the revenue posts, stopped the levying of abwabs (illegal 
exactions) and prevented unwarranted dispossession of 
tenants. An instance of the Fuujdars executive function 
is shown in a serious case of cattle-lifting and homicide 
occurring in the villages of Shaikhupur and Madhaupur, 
during the 4th Regnal Year of Emperor Farrukhsiyar. 
The inhabitants of these places had earlier petitioned 
repeatedly, but in vain, for the release of their kine and 
invoked the “intervention and protection” of the Badshah, 
Shariat (Law) and the Nazim. Ultimately the authorities 
moved in the matter and the Faujdar of the Sarkar, appa- 
rently acting under the Nazim’s orders, commissioned the 
Thanedar to the disturbed Pargana of Sadarpur for report- 
ing in the matter (No. 1237). 

Internal security of the city was the concern of the 
Kotwal (Superintendent of Police), who acted under the 
Qazi’s orders. In 1732 the offices of Kotwal and Mir Bahr 
were held by one official. (No. 1240). 


‘A Qazi, appointed by the Quzi-ul-Quzzat, decided 
civil disputes according to the Shariat. Classical references 
from legal treatises and examples of abstract law were 
compiled for his work by a Mufti (law graduate). The 
і duties assigned to Mir Fazl Ali, the Qazi of Kara, are 
= vividly described, ina parwana issued by Sadar-us-Sudur 
Aqbat Mehmood Khan, on 6 Ziqad, in the 6th R. Y. of 
Shah Alam, as follows :—adjudicating disputes and cases ; 
determining boundaries; issuing penal orders (izra-i tazirat)y 
leading Friday and other congregational prayers ; instruc- 
4 ‘ting citizens to be godfearing; registering marriages ; divid- 
57; cies ; Е public properties ; апа Oke cup 
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in this volume testify that -Qazis, among other things, 
conducted the consolidation work and gave possession to 
the grantees with the help of local officials ; they super- 
vised the sale of property ; and they sealed the Tumar-i- 
Wasilat (account book) signed by the Qanungo and 
Chaudhuri in the leased cases. Quzis sometimes became 
overbearing and interfered in the collection of customs 
duties and usurped public property. Every important 
Pargana, town and village kada Qazi. transfer or dismis- 
sal of Qazis was done when necessary (No. 1242). 


The Sadr (Judge) supervised the religious endowments 
made by the Badshah and his family for the upkeep of 
scholars, seers and the like. He was appointed by the 
Emperor, but posted to his assignment by the Sadar-us- 
Sudur, Such appointments were duly notified, through a 
parwana, to the Gumashtas of the Jagirdars and ‘residents 
of the Sarkar. The documents noticed here throw light 
on his multifarious duties which were: (4) examination of 
petitions for Madad-i-Ma@ash grants and recommendation 
of the continuance of such rights. In this connection the 
Sadr required the grantees to produce the original farmans 
or endorsements (T'ashihaha) thereof by previous Sadrs 
and if such papers were not forthcoming, he confiscated 
the estate and sent the available papers to the Daftar 
Diwan-i-Subah (Office of the Dewan of the Province) ; 
(ii) ordering inquiries about the Wazifadars who died, 
absconded, defalcated funds or committed fraud ; (ii) 
cenfiscation of land owned by cheating; (tv) verifica- 
tion of claims of the heirs (of the deceased) as per the 
Dastur-ul-amal prescribed for the Madad-i-Mwash grants ; 
and (v) preparation of verified statements for being dis- 
patched to the Imperial Court. (Nos. 1187, 1239). 


There was a Muhtasib (Superintendent of Ethics) 
charged with the duty of exhorting citizens to follow 
the righteous path according to the scriptural precepts. 
Such officials were appointed even for Qasbas (No. 1242). 
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The documents in this volume prove that a Chakladar 
(District Officer) was in charge of a Chakla, a Pargana 
and sometimes even of Mahals. According to a record, 
dated 18+3 A. D., his duties consisted of—(i) ensuring the 
efficient administration of his Mahals ; (ii) increasing the 
cultivation by harnessing all the uncultivated pastures ; 
(iii) inducing the Tahsildars to increase the cultivation ; 
(iv) taking proper precautions ‘hasn-i-intizam) for prevent-

і М The executive head of the Pargana (Division) was 


the Shigdar, with functions like those of Kotwal. He 
maintained, in addition, an account of the revenue 
paid by the cultivators aud supervised the local treasury. 
The Karori collected the land revenue, fized the Chaks 
(boundaries), demarcated village areas, ascertained the 
seasonal output and distinguished the rent free holdings 
from others. In ihis work he was helped by the Karkun 
(clerk), Fotedar (Treasury Official), Jaribkashan (surveyors) 
Qanungoes, Chaudhuries, Muggadams, Paiwaris etc. Reve- 
nue was collected on the basis of the Shigdar’s report. 
Government, as well as Jagirdars, appointed Karoris. 
Besides the foregoing officials, who figure in these docu- 
ments, a host of smaller ones are also mentioned, such as 
Navisinda, Harkara, Shahnu, Hakim, Munsif, Chobdar, 
Hazir Bardar, and Ahlkar-i-Chauki.

For services rendered to the State, the Badshah 
conferred realties on the old local rulers and Zamindars, 
who in turn paid a tribute to the Emperor or fixed amount 
to the local district officials (Nazims or Chakladars). Some 
aspects of the problems relating to the administration of 
such mediaeval estates are delineated in the records. 
Ownership of such estates and villages was vested with

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proprietory rights and income from sources like residential 
houses, gardens, trees, tanks and wells. 


Valuable information is also available on the settle- 
ment, land measures and sources of revenue. The taxes 
and cesses current were—(i) those paid by the leaseholders 
(e.g. Zamindari, Chaudhuri, Qanungoi, Shahnagi, Talbana, 
Nambardari, etc.); (11) those paid by Aimadars (e.g. Khewat 
Mehmani, Sadrana etc.: ; (iii) those realised by the Govt. 
Departments (e.g. Mal-Wajihat, expenses, taxes, etc,;; and 
(iv) miscellaneous like Hakim’s perquisites Jhawan Sari 
Fasl (Nos. 1177, 1204, 1230, 1231). Three categories of land 
tenures also prevailed. First there was the tenure of Zamin- 
dari under which villages were held by single landlord or 
jointly by several landlords. Another type was the Taluq- 
dari, a double tenure, with the rights of the Taluqdar and 
those ofthe village community. Estates were bestowed on 
Taluqdars by royal munificence, but sometimes they also 
annexed Jagirs by dubious means. And finally there were 
revenue free grants, of which Aima and Madad-i-maw ash are 
frequently mentioned. The former was a revenue assign- 
ment for life time made for the maintenance of all 
religious and learned men, as wellas for cultivation of 
waste land. The Madad-i-ma’ash grant, donated as a 
means of livelihood in identical cases as above, was also 
rent free with ownership in soil. This was included in the 
category of Sayurghal land. 


The records further give a glimpse into the social affairs 
of the times. Several instances are heard of the illegal 
occupation of land and mulcting of money from the 
cultivators by Qazis and others. Disputes over pattis, 
boundaries, proprietory rights and customs dues, were 
rampant and these led to litigation. Civil commotions 
also occurred. One such case is reported from Pargana 
Hasampur in November, 1689, when a nocturnal attack was 
made by unsocial elements on the mud-fort of a Zamindar 
and houses of public servants and cultivators in the 
neighbourhood. The Faujdar and Amin of the area had 
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to dispatch the local militia to oust the mischief mongers 
and recover the property. (No. 1225). Another case of 
usurpation is mentioned in the 6th Regnal Year of Far- 
rukhsiyar, on 10th Jamadal-us-Sani. when certain Hindu 
inhabitants attacked in broad day light the Muslim land- 
lords and residents of village Ahror and other hamlets, 
perpetrating such atrocities like lynching of women, naked 
expulsion of people, demolition of havelis, capturing pro- 
perty, arms, apparel, ornaments, grains and money, laying 
| waste the entire vicinity and even occupying Aima and

i could not be established outside a fort, owing to the resi- 
stance of rebels (No 818). When mischief mongers inter- 
fered in the administration of Jagirs and madad-i-ma'ash 
lands, the State resumed such property and, in lieu, gave 
other culturable land elsewhere. This happened even 
where the Shigdar, Karkun and raiyat did not behave well 
with the grantees. In such matters the victims of oppres- 

| sion applied to the higher authorities relinguishing their 
holdings and prayed for exchange of land. (Nos. 873, 1191 
1212).

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The importance of contemporary documents for 
interpreting and elucidating the numerous problems con- 
nected with the day to day administration is universally 
recognised.

Particular attention шау бе drawn to the following 
documents: 


1. Mahzar.—This was an open appcalto the public 
to bear testimony to certain statements made by the 
petitioner either as to the grant of land or other rights in 
land enjoyed by the petitioner. Persons who were sup- 
posed to be cognizant of the facts contained in the petition 
were requested to affix their signatures to the Mahzar and 
the usual statement made by the witnesses was “the facts 
stated in this document are correct.” Sometimes a person 
who had received injuries at the hands of another person 
or been the victim of robbery with violence or other high- 
handedness made a statement of facts regarding that 
injury and appealed to the public to bear evidence in 
regard to the facts stated therein. Such documents were 
in the nature of first information reports. Action was 
+ taken by competent authority on the basis of the plaint _ 
and the testimony of respectable witnesses. Document 
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Nos. 1187, 1202, 1225, 1228, 1229 and 1235 are of special 
interest. 


2. Chakla, Chakladar—It appears that for the first time 
in the time of Shahjahan new units of sub-divisions of a 
Sarkar comprising several parganas were created. Super- 
intendents were appointed incharge of these chaklas and 
the karories were placed under the Chakladars. The earliest 
information of the extension of the system of chaklas 
relates to the governorship of Murshid Quli Khan in 
Bengal. Document No. 1248 relates to the appointment 
of a Chakladar and one hears freguently of such appoint- 
ments in the period following the death of Aurangzeb. 


3. Karories—Karories were first appointed in the 
timeof Akbar to an area expected to yield roughly a 
revenue amounting to опе Karor of Dams (і.е. 
2,50,00Q rupees). Karories used to receive 8% of 
the amount of collections as a revenue besides other 
perquisites. In 1639 an Amin was appointed to every 
pargana for the purpose of fixing the Jama and the Karori 
was responsible only for collections. Besides, the office of 
Faujdar was combined with that of Karori. Sa’adullah 
Khan later combined the duties of Amin and Faujdar in 
one person and placed the Karories entirely under his 
orders and the Karori's emoluments were reduced to 5 %. 
The powers of the Karori were thus considerably reduced. 
That the Karori was still entitled to his perquisites is evi- 
dent from the various documents listed here. Attention is 
particularly drawn to document Nos. 816 and 863. A 
very interesting document in this collection is a ruling 
or a Fatwa of a Qazi regarding the transfer of proprietary 
right by the holder of madad-i-mwash land by a simple 
Tamliknamah. The Court held that madad-i-ma’ash lands 
were not transferable. From another document it appears 
that madad-i-maash grant lands were exempted from certain 
cesses to which other lands were subjected and the exemp- 
tion is generally mentioned in the parwana or farman 


y 
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granting such lands. These grants are invariably exempted 
from Jagiri and Karori cesses. 


Tumaniyat Nama.—This is a unique document, the 
like of which does not. appear in the earlier volumes in 
these series. This document gives an assurance of security 
against high-handedness of the revenue payers anda 
support by soldiers deputed for this purpose to assist the 
officer incharge of the collection of revenue in the matter 
of realizing the Government dues. This throws light on 
the conditions prevailing in the rural areas and the general 
disinclination of the peasants, grantees of lands and the 
Zamindars to pay revenue. 


Qabuliat—Document Nos. 1230 and 1231 giving the 
form of an agreement between Jagirdar or the holder of 
land and the Jjaradar or the cultivator as to the conditions 
on which the land was to be held by the /jaradar or the 
cultivator. The chief interest of these documents lies in 
the conditions laid down in the Qabuliat that in case of 
natural calamity the Ijaradar or the cultivator would be 
exempted from the payment of the revenue agreed upon 
in proportion to the loss suffered by him and at the rate 
prevalent in the pargana. Such documents bear the seals 
of Qazi and the signatures of the Chaudharis and the 
Qanungos. Further the Jjaradar assures the lessor that 
he vould pay regard to the prosperity and the weil being 
of the cultivators. That in case of a natural calamity 
affecting the crops shows that the Muslim Law or the 
Shariat Law in this behalf was followed. 


` There was a well defined law of evidence which to 
some extent differed from the present law of evidence. 
In those days the plaintiff was not entitled to summon the 
witness but it was expected that the witnesses would appear 
voluntarily if the statements of the plaintiff were based оп 
truth. It shows that the Muslim Law or the Shariat Law 
in this behalf was followed because according to the 
Muslim law it is obligatory for persons acquainted with 
the facts of a particular case to appear before the court 
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as witness to support the contention of the plaintiff or of 
the petitioner. It seems that there was more emphasis on 
the civil law than on the criminal law. The civil law was 
so complete and perfect that even upto the present time in 
principle the procedure remains the same. The language 
and the contents of the sale deeds, gift deeds, mortgage 
deeds, redemption deeds, gabuliat etc., have remained the 
same. 


As far as the money matters and especially the 
borrowing and the lending of money was concerned the 
regulations in this respect were secular in character because 
interest on loans was permitted, while in Muslim law 


interest on loan is strictly prohibited and cannot be realized 
through a court. 


I am most grateful to my friend and colleague Mr.

SH. ABDUR RASHID 
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MAHZAR 1658. 


The petitioners Yusuf Aji, son of Bibi Fatima and 
Farid Khan, Vakil of Bibi Zainab (+) daughter of Mir 
Saiyad Muhammad, resident of Muzaffarabad, pargana 
Hasampur, state that Mir Saiyad Muhammad executed a 
gift deed of the twaluga which he had inherited from 
his father in favour of his wife, Musammat Bibi Jen. The 
gift deed was duly sealed and signed by Saiyad Muhammad 
and it was also attested to by the witnesses. The petitioners 
are in possession of the gift deed and all such persons who 
are aware of this transaction are requested to affix their 
signatures as witnesses at the bottom of the document. 
Four seals of the witnesses are affixed at the bottom of 
the document. The document also contains about 15 
signatures of witnesses (1185). 


MAHZAR 1663. 


The petitioners Sa’adullah and Zainul Abiden, sons 
of the late Shaikh Budah, state that it is clearly known to 
every one that the village Palhari, pargana Karha Qilai 
Nau, Sarkar Bahraich, was granted to the petitioners as 
madad-i-ma’ash according to the Farman of Sahib Qiran 
Sani (Shah Jahan) and the petitioners are in full and 
exclusive possession of it. Shaikh Abdul Nabi was ap- 
pointed by the Emperor to renew the madad-i-ma'ash 
grant. The petitioners produced before him the Farman 
and the renewal orders of the former Sadrs. The peti- 
tioners got a parwana for the renewal of the grant by the 
aforesaid Sadr and are in possession of it. The above men- 
ticred Sadr (Atcul Nabi) confiscated five hundred bighas 
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of land from the ta@aluga of Shaikh Ajyali on the charge 
of not having produced the sanad and sent the papers to 
the office of the Diwan of the province. In these papers 
by mistake, village Palhari has been mentioned which is 
already in possession of the petitioners. In the aforesaid 
village only one bigha and one biswa land belonged to 
Shaikh Ajyali. The land which is included in the twalugqa 
of Shaikh Ajyali is in the village of Tirkaulya. All persons 
who are aware of this fact are requested to affix their 
signatures at the bottom of the document as witnesses. 
The document bears four seals of the witnesses. Two 
signatures of witnesses are also affixed on the maigin of 
the document. The document also bears the seal of Qazi 
Abdul Hakim (1187). 


MAHZAR 19-5-1676. 


The petitioners Ahmad, heir of Mir Saiyad Sadar 
Jahan, Muhammad Arif, heir of Bibi Shaha and Ghiyas- 
uddin, heir of Saiyad Mubariz state that 5/6 part of 
villages Seha, pargana Selak, Karamullahpur, pargana 
Hasampur and Kantura, pargana Fakhrpur ; and the land 
granted as madad-i-ma’ash in Qasba Kantura and the 
culturable land towards Qasba Kantura is the hereditary 
property of the petitioners. This fact is also known to 
the Muslim and holy persons of the parganas of Selak, 
Hasampur and Fakhrpur. The petitioners also possess 
sanads duly sealed and signed by Qazi Tuaha and Qazi 
Wali, the former Qazi cf pargana Selak and attested by 
witness Jafar, the foster brother of Bibi Shaha and a rela- 
tion of Qazi Wali Muhammad, the Qazi of pargana Selak. 
Qazi Wali Muhammad, his father Muhammad Sharif have 
illegally occupied the aforesaid villages and land. There- 
fore, it was reguested that the Nawab might kindly be 
pleased to get the possession of the aforesaid land to be 
delivered to the petitioners after making an inguiry on the 
basis of documentary evidence. According to the orders 
of the aforesaid Nawab some Sawars along with few 
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servants went to village Kantura for demarcating the 
boundaries of the land. Muhammad Sharif the father of 
the aforesaid Qazi, Taj Mahmud, a relation of the afore- 
said Qazi, and Noor Muhammad, Karori of pargana Selak 
collected miscreants and prepared to offer resistance and 
molested the Sawars and fired at them. The petitioners 
request that such persons as are aware of this fact should 
append their signatures to the document bearing testimony 
to the statement. One witness adds that the facts men- 
tioned in this document are correct. Four seals are affixed 
thereon. The document also bears a number of signatures 
of witnesses (1202). 


MAHZAR 15-11-1689. 


Muhammad Arif Husain, the Qazi and Mufti of 
pargana Hasampur, pargana Haveli Bahraich and of its 
vicinity states that Saiyad Abdullah, resident of Bahraich 
sent Mubarik Mohiuddin along with some gunners and 
mischief-minded servants and they after reaching villages 
Gajadharpur, Kaund, Kirasparha and Kattul of pargana 
` Hasampur called Bir Sahi, Jairam, Munshi and others to 
their presence and asked them to accompany them (Muba- 
rik Mohiuddin and others), along with Ghiyasuddin and 
others, the servants of Saiyad Ghulam Mohiudain, resident 
of village Jiraul, pargana Hasampur. They thus collected 
about 200 persons and attacked the fort at midnight on 
Ist Safar 1101 A. H. ; situated in village Arifpur, alias 
Pansajat, pargana Hasampur, which is in his possession 
and in the Zamindari of the petitioners. They also made a 
night attack on the houses of Kasu Mugaddams, the raiyats 
and servants of the petitioners, looted and plundered the 
property, (the list of which is separately prepared) and 
ejected the servants of the petitioners from the fort and 
have occupied it. They kidnapped Kasu and carried him 
to village Kirasparha and released him after rupees ten 
were paid to them as ransom. On 10th, Rabiul Awwal

Shaikh Hedayat Ullah was sent on behalf of Khudadad 
Khan, the Jagirdar, Faujdar and Amin of pargana Hasam- 
pur, with some Sawars and soldiers and they ejected the 
usurpers from the fort and the possession of the fort was 
delivered to the petitioners but the property which the 
aforesaid miscreants had taken away has not been 
returned as yet. It is requested that persons who are aware 
of this fact should affix their signatures to the document. 
Two signatures of witnesses are affixed thereon. The 
document also bears a seal impression (1225). 


The petitioner states that 163 bighas, 23 biswas of 
land in pargana Haveli Bahraich were granted to Mir 
Saiyad Ahmad, father of Saiyad Muhammad Arif accord- 
ing to the Farman of Arsh Ashyani. 194 bighas, 4 biswas 
of land were granted to Mir Saiyad Ziauddin and 70 bighas 
were granted to Shaikh Nurullah, Bibi Lodhan and others 
according to the Farman of Jinnat Makani. 264 bighas 
of land were in the possession of Mir Saiyad Ziauddin 
according to the Farman of Emperor Alamgir. Mir Saiyad’ 
Ziauddin has two sons—Mir Saiyad Ahmad and Saiyad 
Ghulam Muhammad. Mir Saiyad Ghulam Muhammad 
died during the life time of his father and so he was 
disinherited. In the time of Firdaus Ashyani and at the 
time of the accession of Emperor Alamgir no Sanad was 
issued in the name of Saiyad Qaim. Muhammad Arif went 
to the court and applied through Sadrus Sadur for correc- 
tion іп the revenue papers regarding the madad-i-maash 
grant. Necessary corrections were made in the name of 
Saiyad Muhammad Arif regarding the grant of 194 and 70 
bighas of land. After the death of Bibi Lodhan, Parwana 
for the renewal of the grant of 106 bighas, 13 biswas was 
issued to Bibi Fatima. Muhammad Arif applied for the 
renewal of the grant consisting of 520 bighas and 2 biswas 
of land which was included in the ta’aluga of Muhammad 
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Arif and his relations and produced some Farmans in 
support of his claim and these Farmans were examined 
by Sa'adullah Amin and after that seals and signatures of 
Sa'adullah were affixed thereon In the meantime Saiyad 
Qaim filed an objection and proceedings for the correction 
of the papers were adjourned by Shaikh Abdur Rauf, 
mace bearer. Muhammad Tahir, Mansabdar was appointed 
to decide the issue. The petitioner produced Sanads in the 
court of Muhammad Tahir, and Saiyad Qaim was summ- 
oned but he did not turn up. Shaikh Abdur Rauf, mace 
bearer kidnapped some persons and the matter was 
reported to Nawab Askar Khan Nazim, Mirza Muhammad 
Husain, and Mirza Abdul Hasan Dewan. It was ordered 
that Abdur Rauf mace bearer be summoned and the papers 
be handed over to Saiyad Muhammad Arif. Shaikh Ab- 
dur Rauf, mace bearer has handed over the aforesaid docu- 
ments to the petitioner (Saiyad Muhammad Arif; but has 
not handed over the Parwana regarding the correction of 
the entries prepared by Mir Sa'adullah Amin to Muhammad 
Arif. It has been reported that three mace bearers have 
started from Oudh towards Daryabad. Persons who are 
aware of this fact should append their signatures to the 
document. Eleven seals are affixed thereon. On the 
margin, the seal of an officer of Alamgir is affixed and on 
it, it is written that after examining the documents, Saiyad 
Qaim was summoned and he stated the truth in support of 
Saiyad Muhammad Arif (1228). 


MAHZAR 26-3-1697. 


The petitioner states that according to the Farmans 
of Hazrat-i-Jinnat Makani, and Arsh Ashyani, 584 bighas, 
8 biswas of land were granted in pargana Haveli Bahraich. 
163 bighas and 12 biswas of land were granted to Mir Sai- 
yad Ahmad, father of Saiyad Muhammad Arif and others. 
Out of 264 bighas of land, 194 bighas were granted to Mir 
Saiyad Ziauddin and others and 70 bighas were granted 
‘o Shaikh Nurullah and others. 106 bighas and 16 biswas 
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of land were granted to Bibi Lazyan and others, the heirs 
of Saiyad Muhammad. 163 bighas 12 biswas of land were 
granted to Mir Saiyad Ahmad and others according to the 
Farman of Jinnat Makani and on the basis of the afore- 
said Farman, Emperor Alamgir ordered that the entries 
regarding the names of Mir Saiyad Ahmad and others be 
corrected. 264 bighas of land were in the possession of 
Mir Saiyad Ziauddin. Mir Saiyad Ziauddin has two sons— 
Mir Saiyad Ahmad, father oí Saiyad Muhammad Arif and 
Mir Saiyad Ghulam Muhammad, the father of Saiyad 
Muhammad Qaim. As Saiyad Ghulam Muhammad 
during the reign of Firdaus Ashyani died in the life time 
of his father so he was disinherited. 


During the reign of Firdaus Makani (Shah Jahan) 
by the orders of Saiyad Qutbuddin the Sadr, the entries 
were made in the name of Saiyad Muhammad Arif and 
others and the Sanad was sent to them and no entry was 
made in the name of Saiyad Qaim. Accordingly in “other 
holdings also the entries were made in the name of Saiyad 
Muhammad Arif and others and the Sanad was handed 
over to them. Saiyad Muhammad Arif applied through 
Sadrus Sadur Rizwan Khan for the renewal of the afore- 
said madad-i-m@vash grant and subsequently the grant was 
renewed. Accordingly the Furman of Emperor Alamgir 
was issued to Saiyad Muhammad Arif and others for 
necessary correction and entry of their names (in the 
revenue papers) regarding 19+ bighas and 70 bighas of land. 
106 bighas and 16 biswas of iand were granted to Musammat 
Bibi Lodhiyan and others, the heirs of Saiyad Muhammad 
and after the death of aforesaid Musammat according to 
the Farman of Emperor Alamgir, the entries were made in 
the name of Musammat Fatima and others, the sisters of 
Saiyad Muhammad Arif. Apart from it Mir Saiyad 
Muhammad Arif applied for the correction of names in 
respect of the grant of 520 bighas and 2 biswas of land and 
produced five documents before Mir Sa'ad Ullah, the Amin. 
The documents were examined by Saiyad Rahmat Ullah 
and Shaikh Abdur Rauf, mace bearer and necessary cor- 
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rections were made and the documents were sealed and _ 
signed by Sa'ad Ullah Amin. in the meantime Saiyad 
Qaim filed an objection in connection with the corrections 
and the matter was postponed by Shaikh Abdur Rauf, 
and both parties were directed to refer the matter to 
Mirza Muhammad Tahir Mansabdar and get the issue 
decided. On the 17th of Shaban 1108 А. Н, Saiyad 
Muhammad Arif appeared in the court of Mirza Tahir 
and produced his Sanads (in support of his claim). Mirza 
Muhammad Tahir summoned Saiyad Qaim but he did not 
turn up. Shaikh Abdur Rauf, mace bearer due to his enmity 
with Saiyad Muhammad Arif kidnapped some servants of 
Muhammad Arif and he (Muhammad Arif) reported the 
matter to Nawab Askar, Nazim of Suba Oudh, Mirza 
Muhammad Husain Naib Wazir and to Mirza Abul Hasan 
Dewan of Suba Oudh. Mirza Muhammad Tahir ordered 
that Shaikh Abdur Rauf, mace bearer should handover 
the documents to Muhammad Arif. Shaikh Abdur Rauf 
handed over the documents but did not hand over 
the parwanas issued by Sa'ad Ullah, Amin regarding the 
correction of the entries of names in relevant registers. 


It has been reported that on 29th of the aforesaid 
month Sa'ad Ullah Amin and Abdur Rauf mace bearer 
have started from Oudh towards Daryabad. All such 
persons who are aware of ¡this -fact should append their 
signatures to the document. The document also contains 
eleven seals and four signatures. Eleven seals are affixed 
thereon.

MAHZAR About 1712 A. D. 


The petitioner Saiyad Habibullah states that it is well 
known to the Ulemas, Jurists, Saiyads, Shaikhs and to 
the residents of Qasba Hasampur, Sarkar Bahraich that 
Saiyad Muhammad had three daughters, one of whom 
was married to Saiyad Alauddin ; the second was married 
to Saiyad Usman and the third to Saiyad Muhammad 
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- Raza. Village Mustafabad was divided into three parts, 
one part of which is owned by the petitioner, the other is 
owned by Saiyad Abdullah and the third is owned by 
Saiyad Muhammad Raza. Muhammad Ali and Murad 
Sher have demolished the haveli at Mustafabad and have 
established a Thana there. The petitioier filed a suit 
against the usurpers and a dastak was issued to them but 
they did not comply with it and are still in possession of 
the village and of the Thana. Such persons as are aware 
of this fact are requested to append their signatures to the 
document.

Victims of cruelty and oppression, the plaintiffs 
Saiyad Mubarik, Saiyad Iwaz, Saiyad Ghulam Ali, and 
others, residents and landlords of village Ahror, patta Kha- 
tauli, pargana Hasampur, Sarkar Bahraich, state that it is 
known to every resident of the aforesaid village and to the 
people of the neighbourhood and to the Saiyads and the 
Shaikhs of the vicinity that Sukha, Bachchu, Uday Singh 
and others, residents of village Pachaun ; Balla, Gajja 
and others, residents of village Bhurh; Sukhay, Harbans 
and others, residents of village Umri ; Bhula, Mukand and 
others, residents of Dudh, Rajput by caste, of the aforesaid 
pargana Hasampur, along with 500 persons on the 10th 
Jamad-us-Sane 1126 A. H. during day time attacked village

The peti- 
tioner accompanied by Nathha, the Thanedar of Aliganj 
and Naib of Abdul Nabi Khan, captured all the catt!e 
of the village of Shaikhupura. The aforesaid Nathha 
along with his caste fellows without giving any warning 
went to village Madhaupur which is adjacent to village 
Shaikhupur, and murdered Lakhan, resident of the afore- 
said village and captured thirtyfour bullocks.

The 
residents of Shaikhupur have repeatedly applied for the 
release of their cattles and have sought the intervention 
and the protection of the Emperor, Shariat (Qazi) and the 
Nazim but with no success. Such persons as have any 
knowledge of this fact should append their signatures to 
the document.

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MAHZAR 9-8-1731. 


The petitioner (Saiyad Din Muhammad) states that 
Shaikh Muhammad Shafi and Shaikh Karam Ali were 
appointed Qazi and Muhtasib of Qasba Bahraich, Sarkar 
Bahraich in the province of Oudh. Later on Shaikh 
Muhammad Shafi was dismissed, and Shaikh Qiyamuddin 
was appointed Qazi, and Saiyad Din Muhammad was 
appointed Muhtasib. After the transfer of Shaikh Qiyam- 
uddin, Shaikh llmul-Huda was appointed as Qazi of the 
aforesaid Qasba. There was a dispute over custom duties 
between the petitioner and the deputy of Shaikh Umul 
Huda.

At night Shah Hidayat sent 
some of his servants for night assault. They made a hole 
in the wall of the room, released the tenants and commit- 
ted theft and took away goods and effects of the petitioner, 
a list of which is given below. Persons who are aware of 
this fact are requested to append their signatures to the 
documents. Two seals are affixed thereon. The document 
also bears four signatures of witnesses, (1243.)

The petitioner (Saiyad Fath Ali) states that Saiyad 
Muhammad Raza, son of Saiyad Badiuddin filed a suit 
in the court of Nawab abul Mansur Khan in respect of 
the property left by Qazi Ajmal and Saiyad Usman but 
the claim was not accepted by the court. Saiyad Taigh 
Ali and Saiyad Fath Ali were in possession of the property 
of the late Saiyad «Habib Ullah.

both the parties to Adalat-i- Aliya. In the Adalat-i-Aliya 
the matter was investigated by Qazi Ghulam Rasul but 
the evidence produced by Saiyad Asad Ullah was very weak 
and the case was referred to Maharaja Sahib. Maharaja 
Sahib asked both the parties to produce documentary 
evidence in support of their claims. Saiyad Fath Ali 
produced before the court the sanad issued by the Sadrus 
Sadur and the parwana issued by the Nawab Sahib which 
contradicted the swnads of Suiyad Abdullah Abdullah also 
produced the parwana issued by Wazir-ul-Mumalik and by 
Nawab Sahib. After scrutinizing the evidence, Maharaja 
Sahib decided the case in favour of Saiyad Fath АП and 
Mahdi Hasan, and the claim of Saiyad Abdullah for 
the delivery of the possession could not be established. 
Fath Ali.and Mahdi Hasan were allowed to remain in 
possession of the aforesaid property as previously and the 
documents filed by Saiyad Asad Ullah in, support of his 
claim were cancelled. Fath Ali requested the Maharaja 
Sahib to issue а parwana to this effect.

Saiyad Safdar Husain files (һе petition and reguests 
the honourable Saiyads, respected Shaikhs and all persons 
whether minors or majorsto appear as witnesses to the 
contention of the petitioner. 


The petitioner states that his son Saiyad Muzaffar 
Husain treated his grandson as his own and in 1219 Fasli, 
he declared before Rai Sahib Rui Amar Singh and

Randher, son of Subta, resident of Qasba Hasampur, 
states that he made an agreement with Musammat Bhekan, 
daughter of Har Ram, the owner of the village Bedura and 
Beduri for the purchase of 2/3rd shares of the aforesaid 
villages for Rs 301.

He further states that he has received 
back the sum of Rs. 77 advanced to Musammat Bekhan and 
has returned the sale deed to her. Randher further declares 
that, henceforth, he has no claim either in respect of the 
village or in respect of the money given by him in advance.

SIJIL 2-10-1639. 


There was a dispute between Shaikh Abdul Malik 
and Mir Ziauddin regarding village Sikandarpur, pargana 
Fatehpur. Shaikh Abdul Malik filed a suit in the court 
of Sadruddin Faqir, against Mir Ziauddin who represented 
Musammat Bibi Haziyan and was a relation of her. Jhe 
contention of the plaintiff was that the defendant should 
relinquish all his claims in respect of the aforesaid village. 
At the suggestion of the court and due to the good feeling 
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which the plaintiff had for the aforesaid Musammat, he 
(plaintiff) applied for the withdrawal of the suit, (and was 
allowed to do so). The plaintif admitted before the 
competent court that if in future any suit is filed on bebaif 
of the plaintiff in respect of the aforesaid village, it would be 
false and frivolous. Two seals are affixed thereon (1176). 


LEASE DEED 1674 A. D. 


Mir Abu Turab Mansabdar states that he has been 
granted a Jagir in pargana Hasampur, Sarkar Bahraich in 
the province of Oudh with effect from Kharif 1081 Fasli. 
The annual income from the aforesaid Jagir amounts to 
2,10,050 Dams. He further states that he has given the 
aforesaid Jagir on lease to Mir Saiyad Muhammad Arif 
against the annual payment of Rs. 2,850 only. If any 
calamity befalls the crops, the loss would be adjusted in 
the aforesaid amount according to the prevalent rate in the 
pargana but in case of surplus yield from the land the 
lease holder would be entitled to appropriate the same. 
Two seals are affixed thereon. The document also contains 
the details of the instalments (884). 


MORTGAGE DEED 27-7-1773. 


Mortgage deed of 25 bighas of land in village Umri, 
patta Chaurasi, pargana Hasampur, Sarkar Bahraich for 
Rs. 16/4/- executed by Shaikh Ahmadullah son of Shaikh 
Abdur Rahman, resident of village Rasuli, pargana Sirhor 
Sarkar Lucknow in the province of Akhtar Nagar (Oudh) 
in favour of Mir Sahib Mir Saiyad Fateh Ali. The 
mortgagor states that the aforesaid land was granted to 
his forefathers as madad-i-ma’ash and the mortgagor is 
in possession of it, and has mortgaged it to Shaikh Ahmad 
ullah with effect from Kharif, 1172 Fasli. He further 
states that he has executed the deed while in full posses- 
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sion of his senses, voluntarily and without coercion and 
the deed is a valid one. He declares that he has trans- 
ferred the possession of the aforesaid land to the mort- 
gagee and the mortgagee is entitled to retain the posses- 
sion till the aforesaid sum is paid to him. The document 
bears five signatures of witnesses in Persian script. Three 
seals are affixed thereon (1247).

PLAINT 4-5-1679. 


Dost Muhammad, the attorney of Saiyad Ahmad 
and Saiyad Muhammad Arif states that Wali Muhammad 
has realized Rs. 567 from the zemindari of Saiyad Ahmad 
and Saiyad Muhammad Arif, situated in pargana Hasam- 
pur, in the province of Oudh. Therefore it is prayed 
that the court be pleased to decide the case according to 
Shariat (1214).

Malchand Qanungo, pargana Lawa, Sarkar Khaira- 
bad, in the province of Oudh states that the village Sarai 
Herdev Ram and 1/+th part of village Pannipur is owned 
Бу Sahawan and he (Malchand), without the consent of 
Miyan Sahawan апа Miyan Muizuddin assessed the 
revenue collectively, and by mistake entries regarding the 
revenue were made against Muizuddin. The Gumashta 
of Miyan Sahawan came to realize the revenue of Fasl-i- 
Rabi and applied to the Gwmashtas of Muhammad Shafi 
Khan Amil and Abdul Nabi Khan Jagirdar that Malchand 
should be ordered not to interfere. Malchand states that 
he has delivered the possession of the above mentioned 
village to the aforesaid Gumashtas and has also handed 
over the revenue of Rabi to them and has written off the 
entry made in excess of the assessment. He (Malchand) 
further states that henceforth he has no concern with the

TAKDAMA (ESTIMATE OR AUDIT STATEMENT)

Estimate of expenditure for the year 1251 Fasli, sent 
through Husain Bakhsh Khan Chakladar of Atraula, 
Balarmpur and Lawan Ganj Mahadev.

REDEMPTION DEED 29-9-1840. 


Kalay Khan, son of Salabat Khan, resident of village 
Mustafabad states that the share of late Mir Ahmad Ali

Khan with the consent of Mir Ata Husain for Rs. 301. 
Mir Muzaffar Husain, the nephew of Mir Ahmad Ali 
Khan deceased has paid the aforesaid amount to the 
deponent and the deponent had appropriated it. The 
deponent further declares that he has handed over the 
mortgage deed to Mir Muzaffar Husain voluntarily and 
without coercion and the village has been redeemed. He 
further declares that henceforth he has no claim over the 
village and if in future any suit is filed on his behalf in 
respect of the aforesaid village, it would be false and 
frivolous.

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REPRESENTATION ; 13-5-1679. 


The attorney of Saiyad Qiwam Uddin states that 
village Diwanpur, pargana Champari is the hereditary 
property of his client and had since long been given to 
Sharifa Banu and Zahida Banu as Jagir in lieu of their 
salaries. The tenants have depopulated the village and 
whatever the yield from the land be, it is appropriated by 
the Shahnas. The tenants destroy the fruits and the trees 
(of the aforesaid village), and under such circumstances 
his client is completely upset and distressed. Therefore 
it is prayed that the aforesaid village be included in the 
Khalsa and in lieu of it other Jagir be awarded to him. 
The attorney further states that whatever be the decision 
of the Mutasaddis of the Khalsa-i-Sharifa, it would be 
acceptable to his client. The attorney further declares 
that if reliable surety is required by the Emperor, the same 
woul Ф be produced. The document also contains an order 
issued to the Mutasaddis of the Khalsa-i-Sharifa that the 
above mentioned village be included іп the Khalsa-i- 
Sharifa and in lieu of it other Jagir be given (to the 
plaintiff) (1211). 


APPLICATION 5-3-1830. 


Application on behalf of Shiv Din, Bakhshi of the 
army posted at Gonda and Bahraich. The deponent states 
that he received the order of General Sahib through 
Chhiddu Singh, peon, asking the deponent to assist 
Mir Saiyad Muzaffar Husain Zamindar of Katwa and 
Jaraul in realization of the revenue and after adjusting Sir, 
Nankar and Dar perquisites, the sum be handed over to 
the Amil. Therefore the deponent conveyed the order to 
the officers of the army and they were asked to carry out 
the order. The Tumaninat Nama duly sealed and signed 
was sent to Saiyad Muzaffar Husain. Three officers of the 
army were sent to assist Saiyad Muzaffar Husain 
in the realization of the revenue, and the arrears of 
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the revenue for two years were realized. Only the revenue 
for 1236 Fasli is due from Saiyad Muzaffar Husain. As 
the raiyat has become haughty and proud, therefore it is 
requested that another order be issued to the army 
officers (to assist the aforesaid Saiyad Muzaffar Husain in 
the realization of the revenue). A sealis aflixed at the 
top of the document (1271). 


TUMANINAT NAMA 5-5-1821. 


Copy of a Tumaninat Nama (letter guaranteeing 
security and protection) addressed to Saiyad Muzaffar 
Husain, Zamindar of Ilaqa Katwa and Jaraul regarding 
the soldiers stationed at Gonda and Bahraich issued under 
the seals and signatures of Mirza Agha Khan Salar, 
Abdullah and Mir Matloob Ali, Salars of the platoons, 
Mirza Bakhsh Khan Risaldar, Saiyad Mahdi Ali Khan 
Risaldar Risala-i-Khas, Mir Muhammad Bakhsh Risaldar-i- 
Sawaran, Mirza Beg and other, Sawars Risala-i-Khas 
Mirza Khan and others, Sawars of Risala-i-Qandhari, Mirza 
Khan Mir Ihtimam Nawab Bakhshi-ud daula Bahadur, 
Raushan Ali and others, Agha Hasan Raza incharge of 
the artillery of Gonda, and Baddhu Khan incharge of the 
artillery of Gonda and Bahraich dated 2nd Shahban-ul- 
Mwazzam 1236. A.H. The Tumaninat Nama after the 
felicitations to Saiyad Muzaffar Husain states that the 
condition of the Лада was noted and an order valid for 
six months has been issued by the General Sahib making 
necessary arrangements for keeping the peasants fully 
engaged in cultivation and appointing one soldier from 
every platoon for the protection of aforesaid Muzaffar 
Husain and for assisting him in the collection of the 
revenue from the aforesaid llaga. Тһе Tumaninat Nama 
was issued to aforesaid Muzaffar Husain and it conferred 
distinction and honour on him. The order should be 
carried out verbatim and one soldier from every platoon 
should accompany the aforesaid Muzaffar Husain. 
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Muzaffar Husain should come to this place without any 
fear and hesitation. God willing one Nambardar and two 
or three Shahnas would be provided to accompany him to 
the Лада, and the peasants would be asked to continue the 
cultivation. He (Saiyad Muzaffar Husain) should be fully 
satistied in this respect. Whenever there is rebellion, 
no attempt shall be spared to suppress it, and the govern- 
ment order regarding security measures and about the 
appointment of the soldiers,shall not be contravened and 
slackened under any circumstances whatsoever. Therefore; 
the aforesaid Saiyad Muzaffar Husain may come with full 
confidence and transact his business. He should be fully 
satisfied about his safety because necessary security mea- 
sures have been taken. The seal of the Qazi is affixed at 
the top of the document (1270).

Farid, son of Usman, the attorney of Bibi Lazyat, 
daughter of Saiyad Muhammad states that village Mustafa- 
bad, pargana Hasampur, Sarkar Bahraich was granted to 
Saiyad Muhammad, the father of his client, as madad-i- 
maash. Saiyad Muhammad left three daughters—Bibi 
Fatima, Bibi Badan and Bibi Lazyat as his heirs. Saiyad 
Usman has illegally occupied the share of Bibi Lazyat and 
she is not getting any thing out of the aforesaid madad-i- 
ma ash grant. Therefore, it is requested that the court be 
pleased to ask the defendant to deliver the possession of 
the said land to Bibi Lazyat. The defendant was asked to 
answer the allegations. He (Saiyad Usman) said that Saiyad 
Muhammad had transferred the ownership of the land to 
him along with other property and in that capacity he was 
in possession of the same. After hearing both the parties 
order was issued that as madad-i-ma'ash grant was not 
alienable, the defendant is directed not to interfere with 
the possession of the plaintiff in respect of the aforesaid 
madad-i-ma’sah on the basis of the alleged alienation.

Muqaddami denotes the dues paid to

Techni- 
cally it means revenue administrative 
division and the officer incharge of 
such a division was known as Shagdar. 
The term came into use during the 
time of the Tughlugs and the func- 
tions of the shagdar varied from time 
to time. Under the Mughuls the 
shagdar performed in the pargana the 
same duties as those of the Faujdar 
and the Kotwal in a sarkar:
